Ottawa, March 9. — (Canadian 
Press)—An insistent demand Is de¬ 
veloping both among Government 
and Opposition members, for a cur¬ 
tailment of the railway estimates and 
a reorganization of the whole Cana¬ 
dian National Railway system look¬ 
ing townrd a permanent improvement 
In the financial side of the problem. 
The sum of $168,000,000 included in 
the estimates for railway purposes 
has evidently brought a realization of 
the seriousness of the situation and 
this, coupled with tho frank warning 
given by Hon. J. D. Reid in the Com¬ 
mons last night that the railway 
problem was seriously hindering the 
growth and progres#of Canada, may 
1 lead to a general investigation of the 
whole situation.

Dusseldorf, March 9.—Although 7,000 French, British and Bel¬ 
gian soldiers were to-day occupying Dusseldorf, Duisburg and 
Ruhrort, the people of those Cities were proceeding about their; 
usual affairs. 

There were no signs to-day of any immediate labor movement 
by German workmen as an outcome of the occupation, the effort 
of agitators to bring on the long-threatened general strike in pro¬ 
test against the imposition of the Allied reparation penalties'hav¬ 
ing failed. This refusal of the workmen to strike, at least for the 
time being, is attributed by the leaders to the poverty of the men. 
However, the temper of the laborers in thfc Essen district is re¬ 
ported such that it is feared the agitation may develop a menacing 
situation there. '

Vienna, March 8.—Formal notice that it would be required to 
fulfill the livestock provisions of the Treaty of St. Germain was 
served upon the Austrian Government by the Reparations Com¬ 
mission to-day. This involves delivery to Italy, Jugo-Slavia and 
Roumania of 20,000 head of cattle, including 6,000 milch cows. 

The American representatives in the reparations body, before 
their withdrawal, had, together with the British, opposed such 
action on the grounds that it was unfair to the countries which are 
supplying Austria with quantities of milk and fata, and that the 
nations to which the cattle would go did not actually need the stock.

Law For Quebec Municipal¬ 
ities and Employees 

Quebec, March t.—The Galllpeeult 
Bill, Intended tt> put an end to lock¬ 
outs and strike* In municipal ser¬ 
vices in Quebec, was put through the 
Legislature last night. 

This new law will apply only to 
policemen, firemen, waterworks em¬ 
ployees and employees In charge of 
the incineration of garbage. It will 
apply to municipalities having at 
least ten persons In their employ. It 
will apply to all disputes regarding 
wages, working hours or dismissals 
on account of membership in any 
labor union. Under this law it will be 
unlawful for any employer to declare 
a lockout or for any employee to 
strike without having submitted the 
dispute to a board of arbitration. 

Fines. 

The law provides for a fine of not 
less than $100 and not more than 
$1,000 on employers declaring or 
causing a lockout for every day or 
part day that such lockout lasts. It 
also provides for a fine of not less 
than $10 and not more than $50 on 
each employee going on strike con¬ 
trary to the Inw, for every day or 
part of a day that such employee re¬ 
mains on strike. Any person who lnj

WHAT NEXT? 

To what extent the Allied 
Supreme Council intends to ap 
ply pressure to Germany now 
that the prescribed area has been 
occupied by its military forces 
may not be determined until the 
full significance of the advance 
has been allowed to penetrate 
the German mind. 

It is fortunate that the native 
population in the three cities 
now under Allied control has 
conformed to the wishes of Presi¬ 
dent Ebert in extending a greet¬ 
ing of “austere dignity” to the 
invading troops. If this frigid 
. atmosphere is maintained and 
the people accept the new con¬ 
ditions Germany’s cause will be 
better served and the prospects 
of capitulation will be more snb- 
• stantial. Any attempt at ob¬ 
struction would be uncomfort¬ 
able for conquered and conquer¬ 
ors alike. 

Labor does not appear to be in 
the mood for anything in the 
nature of a demonstration al¬ 
though workmen in the Essen 
district are reported to be in an 
ugly frame of mind. What they 
can do which might in any way 
improve their condition or even 
embarrass the Allied troops is not 
apparent at the moment. To run 
counter to the instructions of 
General de Gouettc would sim¬ 
ply mean the usual punishment 
that an invading army may in¬ 
flict under' such conditions as 
those which demand its presence 
in Germany at the present time. 

But an indefinite period of 
passive domination will not suit 
Prance. Premier Briand will not 
be content to rest with the occu¬ 
pation of three Bhcnish towns 
if he sees the ghost of a chance 
of bringing the German Govern¬ 
ment to terms by extending the 
eastward march. Whether Mr. 
Lloyd George would be success¬ 
ful in obtaining the authority of 
his Cabinet to fall in with an ex¬ 
pansion of the policy to which 
he has committed Great Britain 
—against his own* original in¬ 
clination and obviously witli 
some reluctance in other quar¬ 
ters—is doubtful. At the same 
time it goes without saying thai 
if the Allied Supreme Council 
intends to take charge of Ger¬ 
many’s till and help itself it will 
have to sanction the thing in a 
thorough manner as long as the 
debtor chooses to withhold his 
assistance. 

It might be advisable even to 
take a firmer grip upon the 
whole situation at the outset 
and send a couple of battalions 
of troops to the capital to im¬ 
press official Germany. West¬ 
phalian sentiment is as different 
from that ‘of Berlin as chalk is 
> from cheese. A French regiment 
on guard in Unter den ’Linden 
would cripple the national spirit 
quicker than an army corps in 
— Duesseliiorf. Even Cologne is 
provincial compared with the 
capital, and Duessehlorf is much 
less than the Birmingham of 
Germany. But Berlin is the 
London. 

THE RAILWAY LOAD. 

To conduct all the business of 
the Dominion of Canada for the 
next twelve months Sir Henry 
Drayton has asked the House of 
Commons to vote him over five 
hundred and eighty million dol¬ 
lars. Out of this amount he 
requires over two hundred mil¬ 
lions for railway purposes of 
Which only twenty-seven mil¬ 
lions will be applied- to capital 
expenditure. Of the balance 
more than two hundred and 
thirty millions are required for 
expenditures arising out of the 
war. 

Considerably less than a quar¬ 
ter of the estimated expenditure 
for the next twelve months will 
be used for general-government 
purposes. In other words the 
cost of conducting the affairs 
of the country would have been 
only a little in excess of that re¬ 
quired ten years ago if there had 
been no war and no railway 
problem.' But the two legacies 
wfil remain for years to come 


and provision will have to be 
made accordingly. In the mean¬ 
time a sixteen million reduction 
in the estimated amount required 
for general government pur¬ 
poses is a commendable feature 
of Sir Henry Drayton’s financ¬ 
ing. 

When Sir Henry asks the 
House of Commons for two hun¬ 
dred millions to enable him to 
pay the country’s railway bill 
apd keep its system in working 
order he reminds the Dominion 
of the liability it assumed when 
it went into the business on its 
own account. And it is useless 
to protest.at this stage. The 
railways have been built and the 
only alternative to paying the 
bill is to cut the loss and suffer 
the consequences. Canada can¬ 
not afford to do that. What is 
more she will be compelled to 
add to her railway obligations 
when she takes over the Grand 
Trunk. §he»pays the hills now 
and she may as well put this 
with the rest and shape a course 
that should bring a more ade¬ 
quate return at a later stage. 

It may be supposed that as the 
country increases its population 
from within and without the 
burden of the moment will be¬ 
come lighter; but it is a very 
grave doubt whether even the 
next generation will vote its 
railway estimates with any more 
glee than the Government now 
in office. 

WANDERING. • 

Unless the Legislature keeps 
a careful cheek upon itself it 
will be comparatively easy to de¬ 
part from the principle upon 
which the people of this Prov¬ 
ince voted last October. The is¬ 
sue at that time was reasonably 
clear in the minds of the elec¬ 
torate. It was a plain contest 
between the British Columbia 
Prohibition Act and a system of 
Government control and sale of 
spirituous and malt liquor in 
sealed packages. Some of the 
salient features that would be 
included in a more liberal meas¬ 
ure of liquor distribution were 
patent to those who had taken 
the trouble to study the experi¬ 
ences of other parts of this con¬ 
tinent. To most people the 
death of the existing law meant 
a realization of what the alter¬ 
nate question on the ballot paper 
implied. But the preliminary 
discussion of the bill in Com¬ 
mittee has produced suggestions 
which wander far from the ex¬ 
pressed desire of th6 people. 

Among the more noteworthy is 
a proposal that any #unicipality 
shall be permitted to take a ref¬ 
erendum within its own terri¬ 
tory to ascertain whether or not 
it shall allow an official liquor 
store to be established in that 
particular area. Desirable as 
this obvious modification of the 
expressed will of* the people 
might appear to those who bat¬ 
tled strenuously for the cause of 
Prohibition it cannot be argued 
seriously that the Government 
or the Legislature may inter¬ 
pret the plebiscite vote in this 
way. If such a procedure should 
be followed it would simply 
mpan that one or two municipal¬ 
ities in British Columbia would 
take occasion to test a proposal 
for local option. Neither the 
Government nor the Legislature 
would be wise to depart from a 
definitely expressed instruction 
to this extent. 

EXCELLENT RESULTS. 

< —i- 

British Columbia’s Depart¬ 
ment of Labor may pat itself on 
the back for the excellent results 
it has achieved during- the 
twelve months covered in the re¬ 
port presented to the Legislature 
by the Hon. J. W. deB. Farris. 
Its record compares more 
than favorably with the other 
Provinces of the Dominion, 
and the fact that its ma¬ 
chinery effected nearly seventy 
thousand placements in 1920 
indicates the extent of its 
usefulness to the employers ^ind 
workmen of British Columbia. It 
is worth while drawing attention 
to this particular phase of the 
report for the reason that it rep¬ 
resents an increase in the num¬ 
ber of placements over the pre¬ 
ceding year of exactly one hun¬ 
dred per cent. In other words 
the elimination of the private 
commercial employment agency 
did something else besides re¬ 
move the abuses to which the 
workman was exposed under the 
old system; it doubled the work 
of the Department. It should 
be noted, too, that the Depart¬ 
ment ha* been and may con¬ 
tinue to be singularly useful in 
connection with schemes for 
dealing with unemployment.

If there is an impression 
abroad that the best of the lands 
in the Provincial Government’s 
Osoyoos settlement have been 
taken up by returned soldiers it 
ought to be a simple matter to 
correct it by a suitable kind of 
advertising. It is right and 
proper that preference should be 
given to the British Columbia 
veteran; but he himself has no 
desire to erect a barrier round 
his holding that denies him the 
benefit of friendly advice and 
co-operation which an older and 
more experienced agriculturalist 
would be willing to give him. 
The returned man did not and 
will not'suffer by the Govern¬ 
ment’s decision to permit of gen¬ 
eral settlement at Osoyoos. It 
is to his advantage that the 
community should grow and 
grow quickly. The more inten¬ 
sive the settlement the greater 
the opportunity for community 
development and the better the 
prospect of markets and market 
facilities.

Reid’s Statement. 

Ottawa, March 9.—(Canadian Press) 
—Wide Interest has been aroused by 
the statement made in the House of 
Commons last night by Dr. Reid. Min¬ 
ister of Railways and Canals, on the 
efTect of the high cost of railway oper¬ 
ations on development in Canada. 
Officially. Hansard reports Dr. Reid 
as having declared that the cost of 
railway^ operations is "hindering or 
preventing the future development of 
our country," that the development of 
Canada and the United States has 
been hindered by the McAdoo Award 
and that "some action must be taken." 

A Hindrance. 

The official text of Dr. Reid’s re¬ 
marks follows: 

"The cost of operation of railways, 
not only in Canada, but In the United 
States, has Increased so tremend¬ 
ously In the last two or three years 
that, in my Judgment. It is hinder¬ 
ing or preventing the future develop¬ 
ment of our country, and unless some 
means are taken to decrease the cost 
of operation of our railways, the de¬ 
velopment of our country will con¬ 
tinue to be hindered. The develop¬ 
ment of this country and the United 
States has been hindered by what is 
called the McAdoo Award in fixing 
the wages of railway employees. Some 
action must be taken and I think 
the railway employees themselves 
should look into this matter and en¬ 
deavor to adjust matters in such a 
way that the future of this country 
will not be hindered on account of the 
enormous cost of operation of rail¬ 
ways. as is the case at the present 
time.'*

Petrograd. 

Copenhagen, March 9.—Petrograd 
is reported to be in the hands of re¬ 
volutionary forces which for several 
days have been fighting against Rus¬ 
sian Bolshevik troops neat that city, 
says a. special dispatch from Hel¬ 
singfors received here this morning. 

The revolutionists were victorious, 
the dispatch declares, after a terrific 
bombardment of Petrograd followed 
by machine gun battles in the streets 
of the city. 

No Communication. 

London, March 9.—Communications 
between Russia and Siberia have 
been cut for more than a fortnight, 
says an official wireless message 
from Moscow to-day. The break is 
ascribed to the work of Social Revo¬ 
lutionaries. 

A Tokio dispatch of March 6 
quoted travelers arriving' in Vladi¬ 
vostok from Chita, seat of the Bol¬ 
shevik Far Eastern Siberian Repub¬ 
lic, ns stating that an anti-Soviet 
movement had been started by troops 
and peasants in the interior of the 
republic. 

Moscow Dispatch. 

London, March 9.—Workers in 
Soviet Russia are indignant over the 
revolutionary uprising at Kronstadt 
and are begging to be allowed to fight 
against the forces engaged with Soviet 
troops there, says a wireless dispatch 
from Moscow. It Is said in the dis¬ 
patch that "friction Is beginning to 
be noticed among the mutineers." 

The tegth congress of the Russian 
Communist Party opened at Moscow 
yesterday under difficult circum¬ 
stances. the dlsuatch states. 

"The republic Is surrounded by an 
endless number of enemies." It con¬ 
tinues. "The short breathing spell 
given Russia has been interrupted by 
new Allied intrigues. The task con¬ 
fronting the republic must be carried 
through at a time when she is strug¬ 
gling ^gainst counter-revolutionists." 

Anothsr Version. 

London. March 9.—Another version 
of the situation In Petrograd is given 
In a Central News dispatch from 
Helsingfors dated to-day. This says 
that fighting is continuing in the 
streets of Petrograd and that War 
Minister Trotzhy and M. Zlnovleff, the 
Soviet CrtTcernor of Petrograd. were re¬ 
ported to have taken refuge in the 
fortress of St. Peter and 8t Paul, 
surrounded by a large number of 
protective troops. 

All attempts by the revolutionaries 
to capture this fortress were re- j 
pulsed, the message says.

Criminals Escaped. 

All trace of the men who killed the 
Premier was lost in the excitement 
attending the a —ass tnatloh. Im¬ 
mediately after thei crime had been 
committed the criminals, who were 
riding in the side car of a motor¬ 
cycle, sped away and disappeared. 

Premier Dato left the Benate 
chamber at 8.10 o'clock, and entered 
his car, which was waiting for hfm. 
A motorcycle with a side car carry¬ 
ing two men had followed the I Te¬ 
rn I Sr's wpr unnoticed, there being 
many other similar machines on the 
streets. When the Premier's car had 
reached the Plasa Independence, 
near 8enor Date's home, the motor¬ 
cycle Increased its speed and ap¬ 
proached the side of the Premier’s 
automobile At that point the streets 
are quite dark. 

Twenty-One 8hete. 

When the motorcycle had drawn up 
even with the automobile, the two 
men in the side car and the driver of 
the machine opened fire upon the 
Premier, twenty-one shots being dis¬ 
charged. The whole tragedy was en¬ 
acted in a few moments, And as the 
last shot rang out the motorcycle 
swung Into a side street and van¬ 
ished. 

Died in Drugstore. 

The driver of the Premier’s car. 
hearing the firing, increased his 
speed, but the Premier shouted: **I 
am wounded; etop the car." The 
chauffeur found the Premier terribly 
wounded about the head, but able to 
speak. He said he believed he was, 
badly hurt. The driver JeAped to his 
seat and drove to a dispensary near 
by. where first aid was administered. 
Senor Dato was conscious when 
taken from the automobile, hut col¬ 
lapsed in a few minutes, and died 
while at the dispensary. He had 
three wounds in the back of his head. 
The car In which he had been riding 
was found to be riddled with bullets. 

At the session of the Senate which 
the Premier had been attending, the 
Minister of Labor Introduced a bill 
extending the provisions of the labor 
accident law to agricultural workers. 

Eduardo Dato was recognised as 
one of the most conservative of the 
Conservatives in Spain. He became 
leader of the Liberal-Conservative 
Party, the strongest political group 
In the Cortes, after the disappearance 
of Canovas. Never a friend of the 
working classes and opposed to all re¬ 
forms. Dato acquired the height of 
his reputation for sternness in 
August. 1917, when he suppressed the 
workers’ movement. 

On several occasions he was Speak¬ 
er of the House. Besides holding 
portfolios In various Cabinets, he was 
Premier several times. Although ap¬ 
parently of gentle temperament. Dato 
possessed a will of iron, and never 
discussed a subject with anyone once 
he had made up his mind. 

He was born in La Cruna on August 
12. 1868. and studied law. He passed 
his final examinations at the age of 
19. When he entered politics he 
pushed rapidly to the front, becom¬ 
ing Secretary of State for the Interior 
in 1891 and Minister of the same De¬ 
partment in 1899. ~ 

In 1901 Dato became Minister of 
Justice and in 1907 he was nominated 
Speaker of the House and also be¬ 
came Mayor of Madrid. He was first 
ohosen Premier in 1918 and again in 
1917. 

In T918 he held the portfolio of Sec- 
war were on the aide of the Allies. 
He was married in hie early youth, 
and was the father of three children.

For the United States he Is said never 
to have had anv love. H4 was a 
monarchist. +i.

The Roman Church may be respon¬ 
sible for the name* given to the days 
of the week, but the honor must be 
accorded* to the Lord himself of 
having restored the sacred day of rest 
to its proper place, for any one who 
has read ancient Jewish history will 
know that the Edenic Sabbath was 
neglected and lost on several oc¬ 
casions.

PROTEST* AND PA88ION. 

To the Editor:—There has been 
but little comment regarding the two 
matters*of civic Interest that has 
lately been settled for a time. i 

The election of Dr. Hall and Mr. 
North as Police Commissioners may 
be regarded as a protest—whether 
rightly or wrongly—against the 
police admlnlet&rtlon of this city. 
The strong endorsement by the citi¬ 
zens of both, these gentlemen leads 
one to surmise that there has arisen 
a feeling of distrust regarding the 
attitude of the authorities towards 
vice and crime. All good citlsens 1 
will hope that the new board will uao 
the proverbial broom and sweep 
clean where the evidences of moral 
dterloartlon appear. 

The vote regarding Proportional 
Representation Is an outburst of pas¬ 
sion. The average cltlsen looked 
upon the subject as one of counting 
votes, Instead of regarding it as a 
question of a Just representation of 
the people. The method of counting 
and transferring was thought to be 
complicated, and without considering 
the aim and object of the newer 
method, entirely shut their minds to 
the great reform of representation 
that might be accomplished through 
it. 

I have also a protest, and do it 
without passion. At the annual elec¬ 
tion of Mayor, Aldermen, School 
Board and Police Commissioners the 
P. R. method of voting was adopted. 
Electors were advised to use numer¬ 
als for the|e several elections, but in 
voting upon daylight saving they 
were advised to use a cross. This 
was confusing, but as the referendum 
came last, there was but, little 
trouble. 

This latter election the position 
was reversed. The P. R. referendum 
—which was strangely phrased—was 
placed first, and the poll clerks ad¬ 
vised the electors to use a cross, 
which was according to printed in¬ 
structions. Whst was more natural 
than the supposition that the cross 
was to be used In the other elections 
immediately following, especially as j 
the poll clerks In these booths did 
not verbally instruct the voter? Is It • 
any wonder that in an election so j 
simple as this one, with but three 1 
candidates, that marnr of the electors ! t 
used the cross In all the booths, antj 1 
so spoiled hundreds of votes. The i 
P. R. referendum was by common < 
knowledge doomed to defeat, but un- i 
\ 
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fair methods ought not to be adopted 
to defeat it- 

Still and yet, reform is never lost 
The enlightened opinion and mature 
Judgment of the civilized world is on 
Us side, and- the eleven hundred 
voters of Victoria are but the van¬ 
guard of tho hosts of reformers that 
are clamoring for constitutional ad¬ 
vance. 

Even Victoria—sleepy Victoria— 
wlU yet come to Its own.

PA8TOR WOOD'S INTERPRETA¬ 
TION OF PROPHECY. 

To the Editor:—In the course of the 
sermon reported in The Times of. 
March 7, Pastor Wood tries to make 
out that the Pope (what he says is 
"the Papal Church," but what he 
means is the Pope) is "that man of 
sin. the son of perdition" foretold by 
St. Paul. One had fancied that this 
silly notion was long since relegated 
to the Umbo of fofeotten things. The 
Pastor has a novel method of estab¬ 
lishing his thesis. The "man of sin" 
will attempt to raise himself above 
God. The only way he can do this Is 
to make a law which conflicts with 
(>od‘s law, and to get people to obey 
his law rather than God’s. Now, ac¬ 
cording to Pastor Wood, the Papal 
Church has done this very thing. He 
cites two instances. One is the sup¬ 
pression of the second commandment 
of God, the other the substitution of 
the first day of the week for tbe 
seventh in the Sabbatical ordinance 
of the Decalogue. 

The former of the two 1 instances 
hardly fulfills the condition w>.ch the 
Pastor himself lays down. To sup¬ 
press a commandment Is not to 
change It and put another in Its place. 
But I let that go. The argument 
proves too much. If it proves that 
the Papal Chqrch is Antichrist, It 
proves also that the Lutheran Church 
is Antichrist. This is what I read 
In "The New Schaff-Herzogg Ency¬ 
clopaedia of Religious Knowledge": 

"The Jews count Exodus xx.2 ns 
the first commandment: 3-6 as the 
second; 17 as the tenth. The Greek 
and Reformed churches make 3 the 
first; 4-6 the second; 17 the tenth. 
The Roman and Lutheran churches 
see in 3-6 one commandment and in 
17 two commandments." 

in other words, the Roman and 
Lutheran churches see eye to eye In 
the matter of the division of the 
I>ecalogue. And so, If the Pope is 
Antichrist, Luther lg also! This is 
what 1 call proving too much. 

But, seriously. It is not a question 
of suppressing a commandment, but 
of how the commandments given in 
Exodus and Deuteronomy are to be 
divided. Origin spems to be sponsor > 
fox.the division adopted by the Greek ' 
and Reformed Churches; St. Augus-! 
tine for that adopted by the Papal , 
and the Lutheran. Personally, I pro- i 
for to follow Augustine, ^consider; 
i his dlvlsiort the more logical. First i 
of all, the Jews, I think, are plainly 
! wrong in making Exod. xx.2 ("I am 
the Lord thy God who brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt, out of the 
house of bondage”) the first com¬ 
mandment These words are not 
mandatory. They are in the* nature 
of a preamble. The first command¬ 
ment Is verse 3 ("Thou shall have no 
other god before me"). And the 
verses that follow (4-6) serve but to 
stress tho particular form of idolatry 
into which the Israelites were prone 
to fall. The general commandment 
is: "Thou shalt not give to any 
creature the worship Which is due to 
God. Verses 4 .to 6 do but particu¬ 
larize, and forbid specifically the 
worship of graven images—such as 
the golden calf that - the Israelites 
were worshipping below at the very 
time that Moses was receiving the 
Decalogue 1r±>m God on the summit 
of Sinai. On the other hand. It cer¬ 
tainly seems more logical to make 
"Thou shalt not Covet thy neigh¬ 
bor's wlr*” a distinct commandment 
from "Thou shalt not covet thy neigh¬ 
bor’s goods," seeing that "Thou shalt 
not commit adultery" is a distinct 
commandment from "Thou shall not 
steal." Since the overt acts ars dis¬ 


tinct, so are also the respective de¬ 
sires. 

But if, in this instance, the good 
Pastor proves too much. In the latter 
of the two instances cited above 
(eked out by means of a diagram), 
methlnks he is proving far too much. 
He is proving that Christendom has 
been anti-Christian from the begin¬ 
ning. The substitution of the first 
day of the week for the seventh was 
made from the earliest days of the 
Church. It was made by the author¬ 
ity with which Christ, who declared 
Himself to be Lord also of the Sab¬ 
bath, clothed the Apostles when He 
said to them: "Whatsoever you shall 
bind on earth shall be bound also In 
heaven, and whatsoever you shall 
loose on earth shall be loosed also in 
heaven." By no other authority than 
this could such a change have been 
made, and the express warrant for 
the exercise of It is given in the 
quoted words. The Pastor told his 
hearers that this change is "unques¬ 
tionably” the one "referred to In the 
prophecy" which he has undertaken 
to Interpret One wonders whence he 
gets his assurance. Hak he had a 
special revelation on the subject? 
And If so. what guarantee can he give 
us that the revelation Is from above?.

THE LIQUOR BILL. 

To the Editor,—At this stage of 
the world fight between the Dragon 
Drink and Progressive Governments, 
several governments have got badly 
mauled, and the dragon has not been 
crippled anything to write home 
about, so it behoves us to go care¬ 
fully. The innocent bystander, the 
moderate drinker, has had most of 
the hard kuocks so far. The fighting 
in B. C. is complicated by the aid Mr. 
Bowser has given the dragon by con¬ 
fusing his attackers and tripping up 
any fighter not so nimble on his po¬ 
litical feet as the ex-Promler himself. 
When Mr.-Bowser was on the plat¬ 
form here before the election, I asked 
him how he proposed to prevent the 
heavy drinker from getting alcohol. If 
he were returned to power. He re¬ 
plied: "You will never prevent him." 

I Inquired who in the circumstances | 


he proposed legislating for, as the 
moderate drinker did not need con¬ 
trolling. He did not answer* although 
the question how to allow the moder¬ 
ate user of alcohol to obtain it and 
prohibit the immoderate drinker, is 
the pivot of this world-wide problem. I 
have seen several efforts to solve It 
fail. The "outdoor license” Introduced 
Into England by Wm, Ewart Glad¬ 
stone as a preliminary to closing the 
public house, admittedly led to a 
great deal of secret drinking among 
respectable women who did not get it 
before because they could not face 
the odium of going to the public 
houae^ Many British Governments 
have promised to repeal this outdoor, 
license, but it Is a big tax bearer and 
there are great vested Interests be¬ 
hind It. They failed and the public 
house is there still. This outdoor li¬ 
cense is practically the same as our 
own proRbaed sale of alcohol in seal¬ 
ed packages, and It hardly seems like¬ 
ly that a measure that has proved 
more or less & curse in England is 
likely to be a success here. The 
Welsh Sunday Closing Act again led 
to the miner taking home a two- 
gallon cask of beer undef his arm on 
Saturday, and having & field day with 
his family or friends on Sunday, In¬ 
stead of having one or two drinks at 
the bar. And this Act is much the 
name as our proposal to allow the 
purchase of three gallons of malt li¬ 
quor at one time. It would certainly 
end In the production of two or three 
gallon casks, which would weigh 
from 24 to 32 pounds, and could easily 
be carried home under the arm. But 
the weakest point In our proposed act 
is this: The heavy drinker will pur¬ 
chase his occasional pint or two pints 
of spirits at the hotel, hire a room, 
look the door and defy Interdlctment 
within a week of the passing of the 
act Personally. I believe if the hotel 
bar had been left and the purchaser 
limited to & moderate allowance of 
alcohol, purchasable daJly on a dated 
ticket, with the owners photograph 
on the boolc cover, and the bartender 
on a salary without commission or 
any Incentive to encourage evasion of 
the law. we would have come to 
closer grips with our difficulties.

This is an age of organization and 
without organization the problems of 
to-morrow cannot me foreseen and 
provided against.

\ve stand and divided we fall," ap¬ 
plies to our profession in this prov¬ 
ince perhaps more than In any part 
of Canada—especially with the latter 
part of the proverb, for we certainly 
have fallen or suffered for want of 
unity. A short time ago the Mini¬ 
mum Wage Board met to go into the 
question of wages for the female 
employees in connection with hotels. 
A few of the hotelmen appeared be¬ 
fore the Board and argued that we 
had no objection to any wage that 
they would determine was necessary 
after investigation, but we argued,

“This British freedom may be 
overdone," replied the Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral.

My fear is that the danger will be 
the other way around and that they 
may be too liberal. The intent of 
this act is to take away only those 
forms of appeal that are objection¬ 
able and hinder the enforcement of 
the net."

Formation j>f the Chinese Charter¬ 
ed Corporation, an organisation 
which is expected to go far In Its 
activities towards the establishment 
of a firm British foothold In the 
manufacturing trade of the Orient, is 
taRIng H. E. Metcalf, general man¬ 
ager for Wilcox * Bapcock, well- 
known British manufacturers, back to 
China. Mr. Metcalf will sail to-mor¬ 
row by the liner Empress of Russia. 

This Is no abrogation of her treaty 
rights on China's part. Mr. Metcalf 
explains, but it will assure protection 
for tho British manufacturer in es¬ 
tablishing himself In China, both 
from the Chinese Government 
through the corporation and from 
the Government direct 

British manufacturing In China has 
heretofore been confined to the treaty 
ports, but now. Mr. Metcalf explains, 
according to this agreement, they will 
be allowed to. own land and buildings 
wherever they can secure property. 

The Importance to the corporation 
of such a concession can easily be 
realized'when It is seen that, instead 
of having t& export their goods all 
the way from England, the manu¬ 
facturers will be able to produce them 
right in the contre of the local mar- 
krts. 

Mainly through the efforts of the 
representatives of British manufac¬ 
turing firms and of 8lr John Jordan, 
the. British Minister at Peking this 
concession has been secured, and the 
charter members of the corporation 
number re present atfves of the great¬ 
est firms In EnglanL It Is something 
for which agitation was commenced 
years ago, but It Is Just now brought 
actually into being.

BANK CASE SETTLED 


Vancouver, March 9.—By a com¬ 
promise approved by Mr. Justice 
Murphy, the action of the Dominion 
Trust Co. vs. the Moyal Bank of Can¬ 
ada has been settled. 

The litigation was in respect of se¬ 
curities hypothecated to the bank to 
cover a loan of several hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars to the Trust Company. 
J. C. Gwynn, the liquidator, con¬ 
tended that the transaction was ultra 
vires of the company, that the bank 
was, therefore, in a position of a 
trustee, and the securities should be 
surrendered. 

Mr. Justice Macdonald refused to 
accept the liquidator's argument 
when rendering decision In December 
last In favor of the bank. Leave was 
obtained from the Court of Appeal 
to carry the suit Into the higher 
court 

During the past month or two set¬ 
tlement proposals had been dis¬ 
cussed. The terms are that the Dom¬ 
inion Trust Co. Is to receive back the 
securities after the bank has collect¬ 
ed $26,000, and It Is estimated a fur¬ 
ther $ 10,000 to $20,000 can then be 
realized for the liquidation. The 
bank will waive claims of approxi¬ 
mately $8,000 on capital amount and 
$$0,000 accrue dintereet agalnat the 
defunct company. 

Tie face value of the securities 
pledged to the bank in the first In¬ 
stance Is $760,000, consisting of near¬ 
ly $400,000 stock In the Central 
Okanagan Lands, which the liquid¬ 
ator considers worthless.

Built at Devonport. 

The Aurora was built at Devonport 
Dockyard In 1913-14, and was com¬ 
missioned, together with other units 
or her class, curly in the German war. 
She is a sister ship to the "Saucy 
Arethusa,” the flagship of Commodore 
Reginald Tyrwhltt, who later was 
knighted and given the rank of Ad¬ 
miral. It was aboard the Arethusa 
that the Commodore won fame In the 
Jutland scrap, as is was In that 
notable naval fight that the light 
cruiser squadron proved their value 
as the ecouta of the Grand Fleet. 
Powerfully Engined. 

The Aurora displaces 3,600 tons, is 
410 feet long, with a beam of 39 feet 
and a draft of 14 feet. Equipped with 
engines of 40,000 horsepower, she is 
capable of a speed of 30 knots. Her 
turbines are of the famous Parson's 
type. The ship has bunker space for 
approximately 1,000 tons of fuel oil 
which gives her a steaming radius 
of 10,000 miles under normal fuel con¬ 
sumption. 

The main armament of the Aurora 
consists of two six-inch guns each 
capable of throwing a 100-pound pro¬ 
jectile at the rate of twelve shots per 
minute. One of these slx-lnchers la 
mounted on the forecastle deck and 
the other on the upper deck aft, both 
having direct aa well as broadside 
fire. 

The armament also Includes six 
four-inch guns, three to port and the 
same number to starboard, each 
throwing a 25-pound projectile at the 
rate of 20 to 30 per minute. A four- 
inch anti-aircraft pin Is mounted on 
the upper deck. The ship is equipped 
with four 21-lnch torpedo tubes. The 
complement manning the ^Aurora 
consists of fifteen officers and 260 
men. / 

Speedy Destroyers. 

The destroyers Patriot and Patric¬ 
ian are sister craft turned out by the 
famous Thomeycroft plant in 1916. The 
destroyers measure 264 feet in length, 
with a beam of 27 feet, draft of 8Vfc 
feet, each displacing 980 tong. The 
engines are of 27,000 horsepower, giv¬ 
ing a speed of 35 knots. The destroy¬ 
ers are armed with three 4-Inch 
guns, a 2-pounder and four 21-lnch 
torpedo tubes.

Halifax, March 9.—legislation

Boston, March 9.—Germany's par¬ 
ticipation In the Irish revolt which 
started at Dublin on Easter Sunday, 
1916, was admitted by John Devery, 
a New York Sinn Foiner, in an ad¬ 
dress here last night. He said that

■ympathlzers in the United States 
who made a deal with the Germans 
for a shipload of arms to be delivered 
to Ireland. 

Devery said the "Irish Republican 
Brotherhood” sent word to sym¬ 
pathizers In the United States of the 
plans for the Bloater Sunday attack 
on the British forces In the previous 
January and requested that the Sinn 
Ffelners In the United States furnish 
a shipload of arms, the arms to be 
delivered In Limerick as soon as 
possible. 

It was not possible to get any 
•uch quantity of arms In the United 
States without the knowledge of the 
United States Government, Devery 
said. Therefore the old of Germany 
In securing these arms was enlisted. 
He declared no other help had been 
received by the revolutionaries from 
German sources. 


London, Mareh 9.— (Canadian As¬ 
sociated Press)—New Interest has 
been given to the controversy over 
the British e/nbargo on Canadian 
cattle by a statement issued by the 
Meat Traders’ Federation, which Is 
urging the removal of the embargo,
